PROFESSOR HACKETT’S 
LECTURE 


Scientific Culture: Can it exist? was the 
question proposed by Professor F. E. W 
Hackett, M. A., Ph. D., in a lecture delivered 
last night at University College, Dublin, be- 
fore members of the Chemical Society of 
Jrelanu. 

Professor Hackett said that the scientific 
tradition in Europe was really responsible 
for the development of European civilisation. 
It had its origin among the Greeks, and 
received a stimulus in the Middle Ages which 
had given European civilisation a power over 
nature that no other civilisation had pos- 
Bessed 

Their own Trish culture had suffered eclipse 
at the Battle of Kinsale, and never had 
received that scientific stimulus. The future 
prosperity of Ireland was really dependent on 
the assimilation of the spirit of scientific 
method. Jt was appropriate that Mr. de 
Valera, in his Institute of Advanced ‘Studies, 
had combined a school of Celtic studies for 
the encouragement of Irish culture with a 
school of theoretical physics, which would 
Ireland in touch with the best scientific 
thought

NEW TRIAL MOTIONS 


One of thé new trial motions arises on an

THE ARMOURED ATTACK 


The axis of the main effort was well chosen. 
There was not far to go—across the narrow 
southern tip of Belgium. There would be 
encountered a French sector less formidably 
fortified than that further east, and a 
junction point between French and Bel- 
gian armies—always a weak link in Allied 
armies would be struck. The nature of the 
terrain, though unfavourable in some respects, 
offered the advantage of ample concealment. 
The only obstacle lying ee across the 
line of advance was the Meuse River. The 
courses of any other rivers in the region 
Sambre, Somme, Oise, Aisne—run parallel to 
the axis of movement, not across it. Con- 
sequently, once the Meuse was crossed the 
further progress was easy enough—at least, 
in the earlier stages. 

The thrust by the armoured divisions was 
flanked by two other movements. To the 
northward there was a to-and-fro battle across 
Belgium, in which French and British armies 
co-operated with the Belgians. The continued 
resistance of the Liége and Namur forts con- 
tributed very materially to the success of the 
Allied retirement. This appears to have been 
carried out in good order—being, indeed, 
mainly caused by the threat of outflanking 
from the south, 


POSSIBLE COUNTER- 


STROKE 


On the other flank of the armoured attack 
there seems to have béen a holding attack 
against the left shoulder of the Maginot Line 
proper—more of less in the region of Mont- 
éis. 'This got nowhere, but it may have 
pinned down forces that would have been 
useful in plugging the gap in the earlier 
stages of the battle. We know very little 
about possible casualties on either side— 
except that they must have been heavy. The 
German claim of 110,000 prisoners sounds 
big, but it must include a considerable per: 
centage of wounded. As a proportion of an 
2 of millions it is not really so remark- 
able. 

Regarding the matter of a counter-stroke, 
it is easy to make mistakes about the condi- 
tions which govern anything of the kind. A 
counter-stroke to be effective must be 
organised. mere haphazard hitting back léads 
to nothing except dissipation of effort. 
Nothing useful can be done without collect- 
ing a manceuvre-mass. of several divisions, and 
that cannot’ be done right off the reel. It 
requires days to assemble the troops in a 
suſtable zone for subsequent action. Then 
too, the dead int of the origina 
hostile thrust must, be awaited. 


GERMAN OBJECTIVE 


Sooner or later the initial thrust must 
come to a standstill. For exumple, in Sep- 
tember, 1914, the German impetus had 
already worn itself out before the counter- 
attack took place that led to the victory of 
the Marne. Up to now there has been no 
precedent fo- the physical slowing-up of a 
reat mechanised force. Hitherto it has never 
een necessary to halt, re-organise and renew 
supplies for such an effort. All that we do 
know is that the quantities of petrol, oil, 
spares and fresh ammunition are altogether 
colossal. Already the Germans are in places 
said to be going on the defensive—particu- 
larly -along the southern flank of their 
thrust, facing the principal French concen- 
trati n. This is being done by ordinary 
divisions following up the armoured units 
by forced marches,’’ as we are told. Unless 
these can be brought forward in sufficient 
numbers the ground seized cannot be held, 
because the armoured vehicles themselves 
carnot do any holding. 

A» to the subsequent explottation of their 
drive, it is too early to predict the precise 
objective of the Germans. Their 2 
resemble in some respects those of 1914 and 
in others those of 1918. They are not, so 
far, blindly following either headline. Pos- 
sibly they may follow uP whichever course 
seems, at short notice, the most. opportune. 
At the moment the preference appears to be 
for a driving apart of the French on one 
side and the British and Belgians on the 
other—i.e., for the 1918 solution. First, 
however, a decision must arise following the 
development of the counter-stroke. It Is not 
the Weygand tradition to be precipitate: but 
this week is likely to see something definite.

Clearly, the Allied strategists were at 
fault when they failed to anticipate the

when faulty strategy has been redeemed 


by the fighting qualities of the French 


and British troops. The German thrust 
is so rapid that, by all the laws of human 


endurance, it is bound to slacken before 
many days longer, and by then it will 
be confronted with the massed might of 
the reinforce] democratic armies.

There was 
evidence a few months roo of an almost 
alarming shortage of agricultural labour, 
and, if there was a shortage then, what 


comes? The women’s land army was an 
invaluable help during the last war, and, 
doubtless, it will be just as useful now 
as it was then, yet, however willing the 
members may be, there is only a very 
limited kind of work that they can do. 
Harvesting may be a picturesque occupa- 
tion, but it is a very hard one—back- 
breaking even to the hardy farmers who 
have spent a lifetime in the business. 
The labour shortage on English farms is 
no small problem, and whatever hope there 
was in the past of solving it by making 
agricultural labour a reserved occupation 
will be gone by now. No better solution 
seems to have been suggested than the 
boys“ land army. These youngsters, in 
the prime of their vigour, but too young 
for military service, are the obvious 
answer. Moreover, between sixteen and 
eighteen years of age they are at a period 
in their lives when fresh air and the 
physica] exercise that comes from robust 
outdoor work are almost essential to a 
healthy development. We in these islands 
have an inherent dislike for regimentation 
of any kind, but there-is a lot to be said 
in favour of those schemes—adopted to a 
certain extent in France in recent years, 
and on an almost national scale in Italy 
and. Germany—which .compel youths at 
that age to spend a certain’ period every 
year in such work as farming, road- 
building, quarrying and .imilar outdoor 
works. The reward to the nation, as well 
as the physical reward to the youths them- 
selves, is not inconsiderable. We have 
heard sad figures from time to time of the 
number of rejects, on physical grounds, 
among applicants for Army service in

Ireland and the Coalition. 

A meeting of the Cabinet and conferences 
with the leaders of all parties were held in 
London yesterday to discuss the formation of 
the new Coalition Ministry. An agreement 
has been arrived at between the Government 
and the leaders of the Opposition which will 
ssure the union of political forces in the 
colossal war task.
